True Facts Misunderstood 

After addressing fourteen provin-

true facta. The firet of these is that 
the government would be called upon 
to provide funds to carry on the work.

Parliament has as yet done 
nothing in the matter of deflating 
freight rates. Perhaps under the 
circumstances the best that can be 
hoped for is that it will continue 
to do nothing; for if it does 
nothing the passage of time will 
on July 1st kill two of the boosts 
which have put the rates out of all 
relation to their pre-war level and 
made them an insupportable tax 
on the business of the country. 

It is worth while noting just 
what has happened in the way of 
freight rate increases in the last 
few years. The first jump came 
in March 1918, when the Railway 
Commission ordered a horizontal 
increase of 15 per cent. A few 
months later the win-the-war Gov- 
ernment came along with an order 
which boosted them another 25 
per cent, Not to be outdone, the 
Commission in September of 1920 
came back with a raise of 35 per 
cent in the West and 40 per cent 
in the East. Since then there have 


‘been two horizonfal cuts, one of 


five per cent and the other of ten 
per cent. Allowing for these, and 
keeping clear of fractions, rates in 
the West therefore stand 60 per 
cent higher than they did four 
years ago, and in the East 65 per 
cent higher.

The Question of Fines. 


In Parliament an amendment 
has been proposed to the criminal 
code which would settle the much- 
disputed question of whether the 
Province or the municipality 
shonld gather in the proceeds of 
fines levied in police courts. The 
effect is that fines should go to 
the municipality if the municipal- 
ity pays all or part of the expense 
of administrating the law under 
which the fines are imposed; 
otherwise the Provincial treasury 
should receive the money. The 
proposed allotment is of course 
arbitrary, and there is room en- 
ough for controversy on both sides 
of it. But it would have the ad- 
vantage of laying down one defin- 
ite and uniform decision applying 
to the whole country. That at 
least would be something to the 
good. 


A New Angle. 


The Nova Scotia Government 
has finally got to the end of a 
freight rate enquiry which it has 
been pressing before the Railway 
Commission for a year. The sub- 
stance of the maritime claim is that 
the Commission has no_ jurisdic- 
tion over Intercolonial rates, be- 


jeause of the conditions upon 


whfch that ‘road was constructed. 
Should the claim be made good 
something of a general wreck 
would be made of the power of the 
Commission to sustain rates. To 
compete with the Intercolonial the 
C. P .R. would have to bring its 
rates on the eastern section down 
to a corresponding level; and that 
would leave the present rates 
charged elsewhere so discrimina- 
tory that they could not be main-

road. If the Nova Scotians suc- 
ceed they will pretty well knock 
the props from under freight 
rates all over the country.
